tage; and upon Equalities the French never 
had any reafon to value themfcives any 
where. Kconfefs, it feems tome, the Fate 
of. France pufhes them upon Precipirations 
and unaccountable Hazards; for if I fee any 
Length into the Affairs of Spain, it was not 
King Pbilip’s Bofinefs to fight after the Con- 
joaétioa of the Bngiijh Forces, but co linger 
out the War there, if poible, till this un- 
happy Campaign being over in other Pla- 
ces, the French might have pcwer'd in 
Troops on every fideto his Afiftance, and 
id a Winter War he might have been fue 
periour.tous, whofe remote Supplies could 
not have been ready co match him ; if then, — 
he has puth’d at a Battle again our Ue 
nited Armies, he ventur’d his Crown like 
a rafh Gamefter, where he had no occafion. 

Asto-fighting, if we are beaten we are 
undone, I meao as to the Men, they had 
all the reafon in the Wosid to be wary; 
for as the Armies lay, the French being 
between thein and Portugeds, if we were 
routed, I fee no Gftape. Percelons and 
the Flcet-is 250 mile at' leah, and: how 
Pould a broken Bady of Men dilpirited and 
difpets.d reach fuch a hength; the Portue 
guecfe would be cectainly all cur off, the very. 
mative Averiion of the Spaniards co them 
would be rheir Deftrugtiun; as to King 
Cha— 1 ..ced not enlasge on his Condition, 
if he loft a Battle.
